Figures Show 919.321 in State; St. 

Louis Has Slight Gain With a 

Total of 159,295. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. - 13.—- 
Figures made public today show u 
loss since 1916 of 6183 in Missouri's 
school popvliation. This compares 
with a loss between 1914 and 1915 of 
1132. 

The school population, as certi- 
fied by the various county, St. Louis 
and Kansas City officials to the 
State Supérintendent of Public 
Schools, is 919,321. The previous 
year it was 925.504. The loss is 
largely in the rural districts. St. 
Louis stands at 159,295, a small gaia, 
but the school census there is taken 
only once in five years.

DEFENSE IS _ EFFECTIVE 


British Aviators Prevents Con- 
certed Action by the 
Invaders.

LONDON, Aug. 13.—Two of the 
German machines which yesterday 
evening raided the English south- 
east coast watering places were de 
stroyed by British naval airplanes. 
The official statement issued by the

man, estimates amounts to ‘about 
$700 or $800 a month, 

Possibility of New Scandal. 

Although the aefountants from the 
Auditor’s office are prohibired by

liquors were sold. 

The Central Brewery, which is in 
the restricted zone, is operating to- 
day. Karch said that if he should 
be instructed by the Department of 
Justice that the law includes brew- 
eries, the operators of the brewery 
would be prosecuted. Karch be- 
lieves the law applies to breweries. 
He issued drastic instructions today 
for the enforcement of the law. 

There is a Federal law which pro- 
vides that any person who has 
knowledge of the.violation of a Fed- 
eral law, and fails to report the vioe- 
lation, is also guilty, and may be 
punished by imprisonment, Karch 
said if he should discover that any 
poliserfan, soldier or citizen failed 
to report violations of which he 
might know, a warrant would be is- 
sued against such person. Any per- 
son who gets a drink in a saloon 
within the restricted district and 
does not report it will be subject. to 
immediate arrest. 

It has been intimated by city of- 
ficials that the brewieries are willing 
to pay for removing the military 
camp neareer the city limits. Karch 
said he believed the purpose of the 
law was to keep saloons half a mil» 
from the camps, and not to keep the 
camps half a mile from saloons.

Will Take Over Crop if Neces- 
sary to Save Supply and 
Reduce Bread Cost.

announcement of Herbert C. Hoover 
regarding the policies of the food 
administration on wheat, flour and 


bread. . 

The chief features of the program 
include the elimination of trading in 
futures, the establishment of buying 
agencies at the principal terminals, 
the licensing of elevators and mills, 
regulation of exchanges and the fix- 
ing of fair prices. 

Although the minimum price of 
$2 for wheat fixed by Congress does 
not become effective till next year, 
the administration plans to exercise 
complete control over this year’s har- 
vest through powers conferréd in 
the food and export control law. 

Administration Announcement. 

Following is the administration's 
announcement: 

“The disturbance to the world's 
commerce and short supplies have 
caused a greater disruption of the 
normal marteis.for wheat than any 
other cereal. 

“1, As 2 result of the isolation of 
certain of the world’s wheat-pro- 
ducing countries, by either belliger- 
ent lines or short ehipping, the nor- 
mal determination. of the price of 
wheat by the ebb and flow of com- 
merce is totally destroyed. 

‘2. In order to control speculation 
end to secure more equitable distri- 
bution of the available wheat and 
flour between their countries, the 
allied Governments have placed the 
whole purchase of their supplies in 
the hands of one buyer. Also the 
European ncutrals are now buying 
their wheat through single Govern- 
ment agents instead of in the nor- 
mal course of commerce. Therefore, 
the export price of wheat and flour, 
and thus the veal price, if not con- 
trolled, will be subject to almost a 
single will of the foreign purchaser. 

‘3. In normal times, American 
wheat moves largely to Europe in 
the fall months. This year the short- 
age of shipping necessitates its dis- 
tribution over the entire year. 
Therefore, there is danger of a glut 
in our warehouse system over a 
considerable period. 

“4. There are large stocks of 
wheat which cannot be drawn upo:. 
by the allies during the war, but in 
the event of peace or defeat of the 
submarines, these would be avail- 
able and might serlously demoralize 
the demand for American wheat. 

Minimum Price for Wheat. 

*“*5.* It must be clearly understood 
that the gudranteed minimum prive 
of $2 per bushel for wheat, set ou: 
in the food bill does not apply to 
th3 1917 harvest, but only to the 
1918 harvest and then under cond:. 
tions which must be elaborated. 
There is, therefore, no determined 
price from the 1917 harvest. 

“The result of this situation %& 
that the normal price making ma- 
chinery is entirely broken down unf- 
less some efficient Government ac 
tion is brought into play, either (a) 
the American producer may face a 
slump in wheat, possibly below his 
production cost, and (b) the expor! 
price of wheat, which ultimately de- 
termines the real price, is at the 
will of a single agency. (c) Some 
one must buy the surplus wheat at 
any given moment and if the sur- 
plus passes into speculative hands it 
will be held for higher prices late: 
in the year. (d) With stabilized 
prices, extra hazards are introduced 
into all distribution links which. 
must be paid for by the consumer 
It must be evident that the Unitel 
States Governmert car more justly 
deal with the situation than any of 
the agencies mentioned. 

Food Administration Plans. 

“Therefore the food administra- 
tion has determined to take the fol- 
lowing course: 

“First, in order to eliminate specu- 
lation in wheat and flour, all eleva 
tors and mills over 100 barrels daily 
capacity will be required to take out 
a Government license, the conditions 
of this license to be: That only rea- 
sonable and customary charges shall 
be made for warehouse service; tha: 
no wheat shall be stored for more 
than thirty days without the approv- 


al of the food administration; that 


certain information as to receipts 
and shipments shall be supplied reg- 
ularly. The grain exchanges are be- 
ing asked to suspend all dealings and 
quotations in future wheat. These 
regulations will come into force Sept. 
1 and the licenses will be preparea 
this week. 

“While farmers’ co-operative eleva- 
tors are expected by the food bill, 
this, however, only a,plies to mutual 
concerns and not to stock companies, 
and in any event under the advan- 
tages of joining the plan, none are 
likely to stand out. 

“In substitution of the broken- 
down marketing machinery, the food 
administration proposes to open 
agencies: for the purchase of a}) 
wheat at the principal terminals, 
carrying on its transactions with the 
usual dealers and .prepared to take 
the whole harvest if necessary in or- 
der to maintain a fair price, and 
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quantities as we can afford to part 
with in protection of our own peo- 
ple on one hand and to sell on the 
other to these millers for domestic 
consumption. 

“Lhe administration will make no 
charge except a nominal percentage 
to covet costs of the operation and 
arrangements will be made which 
will assure the Government against 
loss. 

“In order that nothing shall be 
left to mischarge we are setting up 
a properly constituted and independ- 
ent auditing committee which will 
check all transactions at every point. 


Committee on Wheat Price. 

‘The food administration under 
these arrangements would have a 
large influence in effecting the price 
of wheat. With a view to determin- 
ing a«fair price, the President has 
approved the appointment of a com- 
mittee to be selected trom  repre- 
sentatives of the producing sections 
and consuming elements in the cor.- 
munity. This committee will be as- 
sembled under the chairmanship vf 
President Garfielé of Williams Col- 
lege, and it will be the duty of this 
committee to determine a fair price 
for the 1917 harvest. Upon the de- 
termination of this fair basis, it ize 
the intention of the food adminis- 
tration to use every authority given 
it under the hill and the control of 
exports to effect the urivorsality of 
this fair basis throughout the whole 
of the 1917 harvest year without 
change or’ fluctuation. It should 
thus be clear that it will not be to 
the advantage of any producer to 
hold back his grain in anticipation 
of further advance, for he will do sc 
only at his own cost of storage and 
interest and if it ls necessary for the 
Government to buy the entire whes: 
harvest in 6rder .o maintain this fair 
price in protection of the producer. 
we intend to do so. 

“Furthermore, the holding of 
wheat or flour contracts by person. 
not engaged in the traile, and even 
when in trade, in larger quantities 
than is necessary for the ordinary 
course of their business is unlawf1] 
under the act and such cases will be 
prosecuted with vigor. And we 
would advise such holders to Hquid- 
ate their contracts at once. 


“By- the above arrangements we 
belleve that we shall stabilize the 
price ofgwheat throughout the year, 
that the hazards of operation due tu 
fluctuating prices which are imposed 
upon our milling and distributing 
community will be eliminated and, 
therefore, business can return to the 
normal lines and the normal mar- 
gins of profit and that we shall no: 
only have stabiliséd tse price of 
wheat, but’ stabilized the price 0? 
flour, and that it-should enable us 
to arrive at a_ stabilized price 02 
bread. 


“The food adminiatration has hai' 
the patriotic co-operation of the 
leading millers of the country and 
these millers have organized, at the 
request of the food administration, a 
committees to represent the entire 
trade. Detailed propwsals for an 
agreed differential of profit and ex- 
penses per barrel of flour and per 
ton of feed, are under discussion. 
Under this arrangement the public 
will be assured an equitable and sta- 
bilized price of flour based upon the 
cost of raw material and we confi- 
dently expect the volunteer ar- 


rangement with the mills which will) 


give satisfaction to the public. 
Pjan as to Exports. 

“The universal endeavor over the 
country to reduce consumption of 
wheat breadstuffs in order that we 
may haye the requisite exports with 
which to carry the allies over the 
forthcoming winter, wiil result in a 
largely increased amount of wheat 
available for export. If it were ex- 
ported as wheat it would result in 
diminution of employment in our 
mills and of equal importance, cur- 
tailment of supply of mill feed for 
our dairy cattle. : 


“Therefore, the food administra- 
tion will stipulate for a large pro- 
portion of export of flour instead of 
wheat, and as the export orders for 
flour will be given subject to the 
approval of the food administration. 
those mills who co-operate with the 
administration will be given the ben- 
efit of the éxports employment. By 
thus encouraging’ the hame produc- 
tion of flour, the manu uring cost 
will be reduced and therefore the 
American public will receive indirect 
benefit in lowered margins of cost 
in distribution. 


Cost of Bread. 

“In accordance with the policy of 
the administration to co-operate 
with all trades, we are this week also 
discussing details of voluntary ar- 
rangements with the flour distribu- 
tors by which agreed maximum dif-

ferentials may be effected in tho 
wholesale trade. 

“An exhaustive investigation is 
being made into the cost of baking 
and bread distribution and active 
discuesions are being carried on witn 
the Bakers’ War Emergency Com- 
mittee as to plans for the elimination 
of waste in the industry and the pro- 
duction of a standard loaf. 

“It is impossible to anticipate the 
price to be enunciated by the ‘Fair 
Price Committee’ under Dr. Garfiela 
and it will probably require two or 
three weeks in its determination. 

“The names of the committee are 
being submitted to the President and 
will be early announced. 


“The basis of determination will 
be to arrive at a price which repre- 
sents a fair return to the producer 
for his patriotic endeavor to in- 
crease the supply and a proper re- 
duction of the cost of flour to the 
consumer. : ‘ 

“It must be evident to all thinking 
persons that unless the price of 
wheat, flour and bread can be ma- 
terially reduced we canhot be ex- 
pected to maintain the present wage 


‘scale of the country and that we 


must not in this social readjustment 
lose no efficiency at a time when we 
can afford no stch sacrifice.’

Report for Fiscal Year Shows the 
‘Unprecedented Total of | 
$1,382,380,745, | 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—The total 
movement of gold and silver between 
the United States and foreign coun- 
tries during the fiscal year 1917 
reached the unprecedented total of 
$1,382,380,745. According to a state- 
ment issued by the Bureau of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce, De- 
partment of Commerce, the imports 
of gold were $977,176,026 and cf 
silver $35,003,563. Gold exports 
amounted to $291,921,225 and silver 
exports to $78,279,931. 
The net exports of silver showed 
an increase in 1917, but this metal Is

Reinstatement of discharged em- 
pioyes and recognition of the men’s 
organization were the cardinal points 
embodied in the proposal. The trac- 
tion company offered to reemploy 
men discharged after Aug. 1 of this 
year and would not discriminate 
against employes because of union 
affiliations. The strikers today were 
considering their reply. 

News that strike-breakers had 
been brought to the city Sat- 
urday morning and housed ina car 
barn quickly brought thousands of 
strike sympathizers to the scene. The 
mmprovised lodging house was made 
the target of missiles. Their head- 
quarters was besieged all day. Every 
window in the building was shattered 
and the men, kept from their com- 
missary by a curtain-fire of -bricks 
and stones, went hungry, with food 
octually in sight.

Tales of heroic courage can be 
found in the annals of all armies and 
of all nations. But the American 
Army has its own special tradition, 
which these incidents illustrate. lt 
is the tradition of intelligence, self- 
reliance, and individual daring on 
the part of men serving in the ranks.

Submarine Attack on the Campan’ 
Aug. 6 Off West Coast of France; 
47 Survivors Reach Land. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—The 
United States has called on the Swiss 
committee looking after the welfare 
of prisoners of war to ascertain the 
fate of the American gun crew cap- 
tured by a German submarine from 
the steamer Campana, a Standard 
Oil steamer, which was sunk Aug. 6 
by a German submarine that, ac- 
cording to a Navy Department an- 
nouncement last night, was believed 
to have made prisoners of four of 
the naval gunners on board. 

The department issued this state- 
ment: 

“The Standard Oil tanker Cam- 
pana, American steamer, was sunk 
by a submarine on the morning of 
Aug. 6, 143 miles west of Isle de Ro. 
Forty-seven survivors reached land 
in safety. It i: believed that the 
captain of the steamer and four of 
the armed guacds are prisoners on 
board the German submarine.” 

The Isle de Ro (Rhe) is a fortified 
island off the west coast of France, 
in the Gulf of Gascony, and lies 
opposite the town of La Rochelle. 
It is 18 miles long. 

The Campana is the thirty-eighth 
American merchant ship destroyed 
through the operations of German 
and Austrian submarines and raid- 
ers since the war began. Thirteen 
ships were sunk before the Unite1 
States entered the war, April 6, 1917 
The total tonnage of the ships lost 
is about 113,000 tons, including 64,- 
000 tons sunk since April 6. 

The news of the probable capture 
of.the American gunners arouses 
great interest here because of the 
German announcement some time 
ago that officers and gunners taken 
off armed merchantmen would be 
treated as pirates. This announce- 
ment never has been revoked.

HE problem of the working 
Tr girl and her mother is one 
of the complications in do- 
mestic life that is causing much 
friction in the family circle,  be- 
cause it is so new that we have not 
had time yet for either parents or 
children to adjust themselves to it. 
With parents the old idea = still 
holds that prevailed when they 
were young—that it is a girl’s duty 
to help mother with the housework 
and the sewing and the care of the 
younger children, and to make her- 
self generally useful in fetching and 
carrying. This. was a perfectly 
good code of conduct as long as 
the girl was a dependent supported 
by her parents. In helping mother 
with the housework she earned her 
board and keep. 
Mothers are often singularly un- 
just in the way in which they treat 
their daughters who work outside 
of the home. No mother would ex- 
pect her son to clear up the table 
after dinner, or do the chores she 
had left undone, or put in the even- 
ing nursing the baby. If by any 
chance a mother did have a boy 
who would do such things for her 
she would chant his praises to high 
heaven and never be done telling 
what a paragon of a son he was. 
Yet she expects her daughetr to 
coms home from work and do all 
of these things, and if the girl re- 
bels, mother considers her a most 
undutiful, cold-hearted and selfish 


girl. 
To the everlasting honor and 
credit of the working girl it must 
be said that she is‘generosity itself 
and helpfulness personified when 
it comes to her own home, The 
majority of business girls turn over 
their pay envelopes to their moth- 
ers and get out of their hard labor 
only what their mothers choose to 
give them. 
Go into any family where the 
girls work and you will see how 
unselfishly they spend their money. 
The families move to a_ decent 
neighborhood. The food is better. 
There are nice pieces of furniture. 
The younger children are being 
kept longer at school so that they 
may have a better chance than the 
older girls had. The girls have 
spent their earnings on their fami- 
lies instead of in saloons as the 
boys have. 
Mothex isn’t. satisfied, however;

Cottage Cheese Saves 
Meat Bill 


OTTAGE cheese {fs an inexpensive 
meat substitute. It contains a 
larger per cent of protein than 

most meats do. In every pound of cot- 
tage cheese there is approximately one- 
fifth of a pound of protein, nearly all of 
which can be digested. Meats, on tha 
other hand, ordinarily contain less pro- 
tein and have a considerable amount of 
waste, such as bone, gristle, etc. 

A pound of cottage cheese supplies 
protein requirements for the ordinary 
adult who is not engaged in hard labor 
for one day. 

The following shows the value of cot- 
tawe cheese, as compared to various 
meats. For supplying protein, one poun4 
of cottage cheese equals: 

1.27 pounds sirloin steak. 

1.09 pounds round steak. 

1.87 pounds chuck rib beef. 

1.62 pounds fowl. 

1.46 pound fresh ham. 

1:44 pounds smoked ham. 

1.55 pounds loin pork chop. 

1.81 pounds hind leg of lamb. 

1.87 pounds breast of veal. 

In addition to protein, energy for per- 
forming body work must be furnjshed by 
food. As a source of energy also cot- 
tage cheese !s cheaper than most meats 
at present prices.

Heat exhaustion may occur in the 
middle of the night and the person 
affected need not necessarily be ex- 
posed to the rays of the sun, as in 
sunstroke. Heat exhaustion  fre- 
quently comes to women confined in 
hot, close rooms, or to those who 
stand for many hours in a kitchen 
over a fire. 

It is a great mistake to expose the 
uncovered head to the strong rays 
of the sun,Wand even those who are 
indulging in sun baths for various 
diseases should keep the head pro- 
tected. Many persons entertain the 
idea that exposure of the hair to 
hot sun for many hours overcomes 
various scalp diseases, but this is a 
foolish impression, because intense 
rays of hot sun burn the hair, cause 
it to become dry and lifeless, and 
also bleach it many different shades. 
Airing and sunning the hair in mod- 
erate heat are beneficial. 


Wrong combinations of foods and 
heavy foods render one more Hable 
to sunstroke, and tight or burden- 
some clothing, as well as heating oc- 
cupations, or violent exercise, such 
as tennis, golf, long walks, etc., as 
well as beach lounging in the hot 
sun, should be avoided.

j Task of Moving Soldiers 4 


OME idea of the enormity of the 
S task of moving the great bodies 

of United States troops to be 
raised may be gained from the fol- 
lowing figures: 622 cars are necessary 
to transport an army of 8,000 men. 
These cars would be made up into 36 
trains, with as many locomotives. There 
would have to be 2115 passenger coaches, 
385 baggage, 1055 box, 1899 stock and 776 
flat cars. 
This quantity of equipment represents 
.7 per cent of the locomotives owned by 
American railroads, 4.2 per cent of their 
passenger cars and .2 per cent of their 
full equipment, says Popular Science 
Monthly. 
A field army consists of three infantry 
divisions, one cavalry division and a 
brigade, technically known as a brigado 
of field army troops—troops auxiliary 
to the infantry and cavalry divisions. 
Railroad equipment required to move 
various organizations of the army at 
war strength is as follows: Infantry 
regiment—56 officers, 1896 men, 177 ani- 
mals, 22 vehicles—tota!l of 8 cars. Cav- 
alry regiment— officers, 12% men, 1436 
animals, 26 vehicles, 150 cars. Artillery 
regiment, light—45 officers, 1170 men, 1157 
animals, 82 vehicles, 24 guns, 170 cars. 
Artillery regiment, horse—4 officers, 1173 
men, 1871 animals, 3% vehicles, % guns, 
1% cars.

HOW TO MAKE 
A SOLDIER’S 
“HOUSEWIFE” 


found a way to do their bit by 

making and equipping soldiers’ 
“housewives” for the men already 
at the front in Europe and the hun- 
dreds of thousands who, now being 
called to the colors, will eventually 
join the first contingent. The sol- 
dier appreciates these folding kits, 
especially if ‘‘the girl he left behind” 
made it. 

The soldier’s kit, approved by a 
Colonel of the national guard, be- 
cause of its compactness, can be 
made easily of a band of khaki cloth, 
according to these instructions. The 
kit, including the “housewife,” ‘ re- 
quires cloth 27 inches wide. Cut 12 
inches from one end for the house- 
wife, which is 12 by 5 inches wide. 

To make the housewife, fold under 
the edges one-quarter inch, and fold 
one end over 2% inches and the 
other 1% inches for pockets. In the 
larger center pocket can be placed 
court plaster, adhesive tape, photo- 
graphs, letters, etc. Bind the edges 
one-quarter inch and form other 
pockets. The entire kit weighs one 
and one-quarter pounds and can be 
carried by the soldier in his army 
blanket. The housewife, if neces- 
sery, can be removed and taken ta 
the firing line. 

Handy articles to be fitted in the 
hit are a mirror that can be hune 
up, comb, box of talcum powder, cold 
cream, tooth paste, pencil, wash 
cloth, soaps, shaving brush, tooth 
brush and scissors. Three safety 
pins at the top of the bag enable 
it to be hung up in thetent. Strong 
binding tapes are sewed to the »har:, 
and it can be folded handily in three 
sections.
